AMOY— Plague and Smallpox. 

Acting Asst. Surg. Bonthius reports April 10 : 

During the two weeks ended April 8 there were reported in Amoy 
12 deaths from plague and 5 from smallpox. 

On the east coast of Amoy Island 3 deaths from pneumonic plague 
were reported April 10. 

GERMAN!. 
Smallpox In. District or Frankfort on Oder."? 

Consul General Thackara at Berlin reports May 2 : 
The following statement relative to the recent outbreak of small- 
pox in the district of Frankfort on Oder was made by the district 
physician and transmitted by the American consul at Sorau : 

An outbreak of smallpox was reported April 26. Two deaths from 
the disease occurred in the hospital at Seelow and 10 additional cases 
are under treatment in isolated wards of the hospital. All persons 
living at Marxdorf and in the district of Lebus have been vaccinated. 

HAWAII. 

Record of Plague Infection. 

Last case of human plague at Honolulu occurred July 12, 1910. 

The last plague-infected rat was found at Aiea, 9 miles from Hono- 
lulu, April 12, 1910. 

At Hilo the last case of human plague occurred March 23, 1910. 
A fatal case occurred at Honokaa, 60 miles from Hilo, December 17, 
1910, 2 fatal cases were reported January 31, 1911, and 1 fatal case 
was reported April 19. 

The last plague-infected rat was found at Honokaa, February 2, 
1911.

During the week ended April 29 there were reported at the health 
office of the city of Naples 50 cases of smallpox with 9 deaths.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Moore reports, April 12 : 
During the week ended April 8 there were reported 2 cases of 
smallpox with 1 death. 

JAVA. 

Plague In District of Malang. 

Consul Rairden reports, April 4: 

Plague is present in the district of Malang, East Java. The disease 
was brought by pilgrims from Jiddah and has been present for about 
two months, although not officially recognized as plague untilMarch31. 
During the month of March about 100 cases with 60 deaths were 
reported. Every precaution is being taken by the authorities to 
prevent spread of the disease. 

On April 8 Consul Rairden reported the increase of plague in the 
district of Malang. 

MEXICO. 

Smallpox and Typnus Fever^at Juarez. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Tappan, at El Paso, Tex., reports, May 14 : 
Smallpox is present at Juarez, Mexico, with about 20 cases, and 

typhus fever with about 14 cases. Quarantine is enforced on the 

frontier.
